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Introduction 



Many Americans recognize and appreciate the influence of our Founding Fathers in 
shaping the early character and history of the United States of America. Guiding their 
young country with military, civic and historical wisdom, these "Soldier- Statesmen" 
bequeathed a proud legacy of leadership, commitment and dedication to public service. 

It is important for Americans to recognize, as well, that each state can take a special 
pride in its own Soldier-Statesmen, exceptional patriots whose rich legacy of service, 
achievement and dedication to state and nation endures. The military service of the 
Soldier-Statesmen of the States likely influenced their thinking and the political courses 
they chose including, for some, ratification of the United States Constitution and 
subsequent attainment of statehood and admission to the union. 

Although not exhaustive, this compendium of selected veterans illustrates their 
incredible record of public service during various periods of American history. 
This information booklet has been compiled to help us understand the character and 
accomplishments of the Soldier- Statesmen of each state. Additionally, it provides 
valuable biographical information on these important Americans who may serve as the 
focus for commemorative events and educational programs to include: wreath ceremonies 
at interment sites; dedication of buildings, parks and plazas in the name of a particular 
Soldier- Statesman; or naming a distinguished award, decoration or ceremony on the 
individual's behalf.

BANKHEAD* John Hellia (father of John Hollls Bad k head 2d 
and William Brockman Bankhead, and grandfather of W&lter 
Wilt Bank head), a Representative and a Senator from Alabama: 
born in Moscow* Marion (now Lamar ) County , Ala., September 13, 
1842; attended the common schools; engaged as a planter; 
served in the Confederate Army during the Civil War u captain 
of Company K» Sixteenth Regiment* Alabama Infantry; member 
of tie State house of representatives 1865-1867 and again in 
1880 and 1881; served in the State senate in 1876 and 1877; 
warden of the State penitentiary at Wetumpka 1681-J8&5; 
moved to Fayette* Ala.* m 1885 and resumed planting; in 1912 
moved to Jasper, Ala.; elected as a Democrat to tbe Fiftieth acid 
to the nine succeeding Congresses (March 4, 1887- March 3* 
1007) ; unsuccessful candidate for re nomination in 1906; appointed 
a member of the Inland Waterways Commission in 1907; 
appointed and subsequently elected to tbe United States Senate 
in 1907 to fill tbe vacancy caused by the death of John T. Mor- 
gan; reelected in 1912 and 1918 and aerved from June 18* 1907, 
until his death in Washington, D* C, March 1, 1920; interment 
in Oak Hill Cemetery* Jasper* Ala. 

CLEMENS* Jeremiah* a Senator from Alabama; born in 
Huntsville, Ala , December 28, 18M; attended La Grange Col- 
lege* and was graduated from tbe University of Alabama at Tus- 
caloosa in J633; studied law at Transylvania University* Lexing- 
ton* Ky*; was admitted to the bar in 1834 and practiced in Hunte- 
vilie; appointed United States district attorney for the northern 
district of Alabama in 1838; member of the State bouse of repre- 
sentatives 1839-1841* raised a company of riflemen in 1842* and 
aerved in the Texas wurof independence; agsin a member of the 
State house of representatives in 1843 and 1844; aerved in tbe 
Mexican War and appointed major of the Thirteenth United 
States Infantry March 3, 1847; promoted to lieutenant colonel 
of the Ninth United States Infantry July 16, 1847; appointed 
chief of the department of civil and military purchases in Mexico 
in 1848; discharged from tbe Army and returned to Alabama; 
unsuccessful candidate for election in 1848 to the Thirty-first 
Congress; elected as a Democrat to tbe United States Senate to 
fill the vacancy caused hy the death of Dixon H* Lewis and 
aerved from November 30, 1849* to March 3, 1853; presidential 
elector on tbe Democratic ticket of Buchanan and Breckinridge 
m 1856 and of Breckinridge and Lane in 1860; moved to Mem- 
phis, Tenn.i in 1858 and became editor of the Memphis Eagle and 
Enquirer January 1, 1859; returned to Alabama; delegate to the 
convention in 1861 in which Alabama voted to secede from the 
Union; held office under tbe Confederacy* but became a strong 
Union man in 1864; died in Huntsvllle* Madison County* Ala.* 
May 21, 1665; interment in Maple Hill Cemetery. 

CRABB* George Whitfield, a Representative from Alabama; 
born in Botetourt County, Va., February 22, 1804; attended tbe 
public schools; moved to Tuscaloosa, Ala.; elected assistant 
secretary of the State senate and comptroller of public accounts 
in 1829; served in the Florida Indian War of 1836 and was 
lieutenant colonel of the Alabama Volunteers; member of the 
State house of representatives in 1836 and 1837; served in the 
State senate in 1837 and 1838; major general of militia; elected 
as a Whig to tbe Twenty*fi/th Congress to fill tbe vacancy 
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caused by the death of Joab Lawler; reelected to the Twenty- 
aixth Congress and served from September 4, 1838, to March 
3, 1841; unsuccessful candidate for reelection to the Twenty- 
seventh Congress; appointed judge nf the county court of Mobile 
in 1846; died in Philadelphia, Pa,* August 15* 1846; interment in 
Greenwood Cemetery, Tuscaloosa, Ala, 

de G RAFF ENRIE D* Edward* a Representative from Alabama; 
bom in Eutaw, Greene Coumv, Ala,, June 30, 1899; attended 
tbe public schools in Greensboro* Ala,; was graduated from 
Gull Coast Military Academy, Gulfport, Miss*, in 1917; during 
the First World War served as a private in tbe United States 
Army and was discharged on December 5, 1918, at Camp Pike* 
Ark.; graduated from the law school of the University of Alabama 
at Tuscaloosa in 1921; was admitted to the bar in June 1921 and 
commenced the practice of law in Tuscaloosa, Ala.; elected 
solicitor of the sixth judicial circuit of Alabama in 1926 and 
reelected in 1930 and served from 1927 through 1934; unsuccess- 
ful for reelection tn 1934 and for election in 1038; again elected 
solicitor and served from January 1943 to January 1947; was 
unsuccessful for the Democratic nomination in 1946 to the 
Eightieth Congress; alternate, delegate to the Democratic 
National Convention j n 1932; elected as a Democrat to the 
Eighty-first and Eighty-second Congresses (January 3* 1949- 
January 3* 1953); unsuccessful candidate for re Domination in 
)952;resumedthe practice of law; elected and served as president 
of the Tuscaloosa County Bar Association in 1961; la a resident 
of Tuscaloosa* Ala. 

GRANT* George Mclnrale* a Representative from .Alabama; 
born in Louisville, Barbour County, Ala., July U + 1897; at- 
tended the public schools; was graduated from the law depart- 
ment of tbe University of Alabama at Tuscaloosa tn 1922; was 
admitted to tbe bar the same year and commenced practice at 
Troy, Ala.; during the First World War served as a private and 
aviation cadet tn the aviation section of the Signal Corps of the 
United States Army in 1918 and 1919; county solicitor of Pike 
County* Ala.* 1927-1937; elected as a Democrat to the Seventy- 
fifth Congress to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of 
Lister Hill; reelected to the Seventy-sixth and to the twelve 
succeeding Congresses and served from June 14, 1936* to 
January 3* 1965; unsuccessful candidate for reelection in 1964 
to the Eighty-ninth Congress; resumed the practice of law; 
legislative consultant; is a resident of Troy, AJa* 

HERBERT* Hilary Annex, a Representative from Alabama; 
born in Laurens* Laurens County* 6* C* t March 12, 1834; moved 
with his parents to Greenville, Butler County, Ala** in 1846; 
attended the University of Alabama at Tuscaloosa in 1853 and 
J8&4 and the University of Virginia at Charlottesville in 1855 
and 1856; studied law; was admitted to the bar in 1857 and 
commenced practice in Greenville* Ala.; entered tbe Confed- 
erate service as captain of the Greenville Guards; promoted to 
the rank of colonel of the Eighth Regiment* Alabama Infantry; 
disabled at the Battle of the Wilderness May 6* 1864; resumed 
the practice of law in Greenville* Ala** until 1872* when be 
moved to Montgomery* Ala.; elected as a Democrat to the Forty* 
fifth and to the seven succeeding Congresses (March 4, 1877- 



March 3, 1693); served id the Cabinet of President Cleveland as 
Secretary of the Navy IB93-18G7; located in Washington, D + C. ( 
end practiced La* until bis death; died in Tampa, Fla<, March 
6, 1919; interment in Oakwood Cemetery, Montgomery, Ala. 

HUBBARD. David (cousin of Samuel Houston), a Repr** 
tentative from Alabama; bom near the town of Old Liberty 
(now Bedford), Bedford County, Va., in !792; attended the 
county school* and an academy; during tbe War of 1812 en- 
tered tbe Army *a a volunteer under General Jackson at New 
Orleans and served as major in tbe Quartermaster Corps; wtf 
severely wounded, captured, by tbe British, and placed on * 
warship, but subsequently released; moved to Huntaville, Ala,, 
where he worked as a carpenter; studied law; was admitted to 
tbe bar about 1820 and commenced practice in HunteviUe; 
moved to Florence and served as solicitor 1823-182$; moved 
to Moulton in 1827 and entered the mercantile business; mem* 
ber of the State senate in 1827 and 1BZ6; member of tbe board 
of trustees of the University of Alabama 1828-1835; moved 
to Court land in 1829, where he engaged in buying and setting 
Chickasaw Indian land; member of tbe State bouse of rep- 
resentatives in 153], 1842, 1843, 1S45, and 1853; elected as a 
State Rights Democrat to tbe Twenty-sixth Congress (March 
4, 1&39-March 3, 1841); unsuccessful candidate for reelection 
in 1640 to the Twenty-seventh Congress; resumed tbe practice 
of law; presidential elector on tbe Democratic ticket of Polk 
and Dallas in 1844; elected to the Tbirty*firat Congress (March 
4, 1849-March 3, 1851); unsuccessful candidate for reelection 
in 1850 to tbe Thirty-second Congress; delegate to the Southern 
Commercial Congress at Savannah, G*,, in 1859; presidential 
elector on the Breckinridge and Lane ticket in I860; member 
of tbe Confederate States House of Representatives 1&6Z- 
1863; first Confederate States Commissioner of Indian Affair* 
1863-1865; built one of tbe first railroads in tbe United States, 
from Tuscumbia to Decatur, Ala.; moved to Spring Hill, Tenn.; 
died at the borne of his son in Pointe Coupee Parish, La*, 
January 20, 1874; interment in Trinity Episcopal Churchyard, 
Roeedale, Iberville Parish, La. 

HUDDLESTONi Cearfe, a Representative from Alabama; 
born on a farm near Lebanon, Wilsol* County* Tenn,, November 
11, I860; attended tbe common ^hools; studied law at Cumber- 
land University, Lebanon, Teno*; was admitted to tbe bar to 
1891 and practiced to Birmingham, Ala,, until 1911, wben be 
retired from practice; during the Spanish-American War served 
as a private in tbe First Regiment, Alabama Volunteer Infantry; 
elected as a Democrat to tbe Sixty-fourth and to tbe ton succeed- 
ing Congresses (March 4, 1915-Jaauary 3 T 1937); unsuccessful 
candidate for renomination in 1936; retired from active business 
and political life; died in Birmingham, Ala., February 29, I960; 
tnta*ment in Elm wood Cemetery, 

JAR MAN* Pete, a Representative from Alabama; bom in 
Greensboro, Hale County, Ala., on October 31, 1892; attended 
the public schools, tbe Normal College, Livingston, Ala., and 
Southern University, Greensboro, Ala.; was graduated from tbe 
University of Alabama at Tuscaloosa in 1913, and attended the 
University of Hontpellier, Frasoe, io 1919; clerk in probate office 
in Sumter County, Ala., 1913-1917; during tbe First World War 
served overseas as second and first lieutenant fp the Throe Hun- 
dred and Twenty-seventh Infantry, and was wounded in action; 
served in tbe Alabama National Guard as inspector general with 
rank of major 1922-1924, and as division inspector of the Thirty* 
first Infantry Division with rank of lieutenant colonel 1924- 
1940; assistant State examiner of accounts 1919-1930; secretary 



of state of Alabama 1031-1934; assistant State comptroller to 
1935 and 1936; member of tbe State Democratic Executive Com- 
mittee of Alabama 1927-1930; department commander of the 
American Legion of Alabama in 1927 and 1928; elected as a Dem- 
ocrat to tbe Seventy-fifth and to tbe five succeeding Congresses 
(January 3, 1937-January 3, 1949); unsuccessful candidate for 
^nomination to 194g; appointed by President Harry 6* Truman 
as Ambassador to Australia and confirmed by the United States 
Senate June 7, 1949, and served until 1953; retired from public 
and political activities; died in Washington, D* C*, February 
17, 1955; interment to Arlington National Cemetery, Fort

JEFFERS, Lamar, a Representative from Alabama; bom in 
Ann is ton, Calhoun Ccunty, Ala., April 16, 1888; attended the 
public schools and the Alabama Presbyterian College at Annis- 
ton; served with the Alibama National Guard 1904-1914; clerk 
of the circuit ,iourt of Calhoun County, taking office in January 
1917; resigned '.Si*t office in May 1917 to enter officers* training 
camp, Fort McPherscn, Ca*; was graduated August 14, 1917, as 
captain of Infantry; as**gned to the Eightyeecond Division, 
commanding Company G, Three Hundred and Twenty-sixth 
Infantry, during the First World War; served until twice wounded 
on October 11, 1916, before St. Juvin, France; was awarded tbe 
Distinguished Service Cross by the United States Government; 
promoted to rank of major of Infantry; elected as a Democrat 
to the Sixty-seventh Congress to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of Fred L. Blackmon; reelected to the Sixty*eightb and to 
the five succeeding Congresses and served from June 7, 1921, 
to January 3, 1935; unsuccessful candidate for re nomi- 
nation in 1934: retired; is a resident of St Petersburg, 
Fla. 

LIGON' Robert Fulwcod, a Representative from Alabama; 
born in Watkineville, Oconee County, Ga., December 16, 1623; 
attended the country schools of his native county, the academy 
near Watkineville, and tbe University of Georgia at Athens; 
moved to Athens, Ga., and later, in 1B44* to Tuskegee* Ala-; 
studied Law; was admitted to tbe bar in 1845 and commenced 
practice in Tuskegee; served in tbe Mexican War as a captain 
in tbe First Alabama Battalion; member of the State bouse of 
representatives in 1649 and 1850; served m tbe State senate 
1661-1864; during tbe Civil War served in tbe Confederate Army 
as captain of Company F, Twelfth Regiment, Alabama Infantry, 
Rhodes* division; resumed tbe practice of Law; unsuccessful 
candidate for Governor in 1672; Lieutenant Governor of Ala- 
bama in 1 874 ; elected as a Democrat to tbe Forty-fifth Congress 
(March 4, 1877- March 3, 1679); unsuccessful candidate for 
renomination in 1678; continued tbe practice of Law until 1884, 
wben he retired from active practice and moved to Montgomery ; 
engaged to hanking and as a planter; served forty years as presU 
dent of tbe board of trustees of tbe Alabama Female College: 
also a trustee of tbe Alabama Polytechnic Institute at Auburn 
Jor many years; died in Montgomery, Ala + , October 11, 1901; 
tatensant In Oakwood Cemetery, 

MOORE* Sydenham, a Representative from Alabama; bom 
in Rutherford County, Tenn , May 25, 1617; pursued classical 
studies; attended tbe University of Alabama at Tuscaloosa 
1833-1836; studied law; was admitted to tbe bar and com- 
menced practice in Greensboro, Ala*; judge of Greene County 
Court 1840-1846 and 1848-1850; judge of tbe circuit court in 
1857; served to the war with Mexico as captain in Co tenet 
Coffey's regiment of Alabama Infantry from June 1846 to 
June 1647; elected brigadier general c* Alabama Militia; elected 
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as a Democrat to the Thirty-fifth tad Thirty-sixth Congresses 
Mid served from March 4, 1857, until January 21, 1B61, when be 
withdrew; during the Civil War served as colonel of the Eleventh 
Alabama Regiment in the Confederate Array; died id Richmond, 
Va. p from wound* received in the Battle of Seven Pines, Virginia, 
May 31, 1862; interment in the Ci'y Cemetery, Greensboro, 
Hale County, Ala. 

MORGAN* John 'frier* a Senator from Alabama; born in 
Athens* McMido County* Term., Jun? 20. 1824; moved with his 
parents to Alabama in 1833 and settled in Calhoun County; 
pursued academic studies; studied Isw; was admitted to the bar in 
1845 and commenced practice in Talladega* Ala.; moved to Dallas 
County, Ala,* in 1855 and resumed the practice of Jaw in Selma 
and Cababa; presidential elector on the Democratic ticket of 
Brecltenridge and Lane in 1860; delegate from Dallas County in 
the State convention of 1861 which paased the ordinance of 
secession ; during the Civil War enlisted in the Confederate Army 
as n private in Company I, Cahaba Rifles, in May 1861* md 
when that company was assigned to the Fifth Alabama Regiment* 
under CoL Robert E. Rhodes, was elected major and Ister 
lieutenant colonel of that regiment; commissioned in 1862 as 
colonel and raised the Fifty-first Alaharaa Cavalry; appointed 
brigadier general in 1863 and assigned to a brigade in Virginia, 
but resigned to join bis regiment, whose colonel had been killed in 
battle; appointed brigadier general and assigned to an Alabama 
brigade* which included bis regiment; after the war resumed the 
practice of law Id Selma, Ala*; presidential elector on the Demo- 
cratic ticket of Tilden and Hendricks in 1876; elected as a 
Democrat to the United States Senate in 1876; reelected in 1882, 
1888. 1894, 1900, and 1906* and served from March 4, 1877, until 
his death in Washington* D. C, June 11* 1907; minority leader 
1901-1902, 1905-1907; interment in Live Oak Cemetery, Selma* 
Dallas County* Ala. 

NORRIS* BenjomJa White* a Representative from Alabama; 
bom in Monmouth, Maine, January 22, 1810; prepared for col* 
lege at Monmouth Academy, and was graduated from Water- 
ville (now Colby) College, Maine, in 1643; in early life a Demo* 
crat; taught ooe term jn Keots Hill Seminary; engaged in 
the grocery business in Slcowhegon, Maine; delegate to the Free- 
Soil Convention at Buffalo in 1848; went to California in 1849* 
remaining one year* then returned to Skowhegan, and studied 
law; was admitted to the bar of Somerset County jn January 
IS52 and commenced practice there; land agent for the State 
of Maine 1860-1863; commissioner for Maine of the Soldiers' 
National Cemetery at Gettysburg in 1863; delegate to the 
Republican National Convention at Baltimore in 1864 which 
nominated Lincoln and Johnson; during the Civil War served 
aft paymaster in the Union Army in 1864 and 1865; appointed 
major and additional paymaster in the Bureau of Freedmen and 
Abandoned Lands* serving from May 1 to August 2, 1665. at 
Mobile* Ala.; resided on a plantation In Elmore County and 
in Wetumplca, Ala., until 1872; member of the constitutional 
convention of Alabama in 1868; upon the raadmission of Alabama 
to representation was elected as a Republican to the Fortieth 
Congress and served from July 21* 1868* to March 3, 1869; 
unsuccessful candidate for election in 1870 to the Forty-second 
Congress; died in Montgomery, Ala., January 26. 1S73; interment 
jn South Cemetery, Skowhegan, Somerset County, Maine. 

STARNESt Joe* a Representative from Alabama; bom in 
Guntersville* Marshal) County. Ala., March 31* 1895; attended 
the public schools; taught school in Marshall County, Ala*, 
1912-1917; during the First World War served overseas as a 



second lieutenant in the Fifty-third Infantry, Sixth Division, in 
1918 and 1616; decorated with the Silver Star; was graduated 
from the law department of the University of Alabama at 
Tuscaloosa in 1021; was admitted to the bar the same year 
and commenced practice at Guntersville, Ala.; member of the 
One Hundred and Sixty-Seventh Infantry, Alabama NationsJ 
Guard* since 1923, advancing through the ranks to colonel; 
member of the State board of education 1633-1946 and became 
vice chairman in January 1048; elected as a Democrat to the 
Seventy-fourth and to the four succeeding Congresses (Janu- 
ary 3, l93Wanuary 3, 1945); unsuccessful candidate for 
renomi nation in 1944; during World War II nerved as a colonel 
of Infantry in the European Theater of Operations and in the 
Army or Occupation from January 4, 1946, until discharged on 
February 22, 1946; resumed the practice of law in Guntersville, 
Ala.; died in Washington, D. C, while on a business trip* 
January 9, 1962; interment in City Cemetery, Guntersville, Ala, 

WHEELER, Joseph* a Representative from Alabama; born 
in Augusts* Ga., September 10, 1836; attended local schools 
and the Episcopal Academy, Cheshire* Conn.; was graduated 
from the United States Military Academy at West Point, N. V., 
July 1* 1S59; brevetted second lieutenant of First Dragoons; 
attended the Cavalry School at Carlisle* Pa.* from October l t 
1859* to July IS* i860; transferred to the Mounted Rifles June 
26* i860; second lieutenant September 1, 1860, and served in 
New Merico; resigned from the United States Army February 
27* 1861* the resignation being accepted April 22* 1661; during 
tbe Civil War was appointed lieutenant of Artillery in the Con- 
federate Amy on April 3, 1861; successively promoted to the 
grade of colonel, hrigodier general, and major general* and was 
commissioned lieutenant general in February 1865; in 1862 was 
assigned to the command of the Army Corps of Cavalry of the 
Western Army* continuing in that position until the war closed; 
took part in over 400 engagements; was wounded three times, 
and hod sixteen horses shot under him; by joint resolution of 
the Confederate Congress received the thanks of that body for 
succe&ful military operations: for the defense of the city of 
Aiken received the thanks of the State of South Carolina; senior 
Cavalry general of the Confederate Armies May 11, 1604; studied 
law; was admitted to the bar and engaged in practice at Wheeler* 
Ala.* and also became a planter; presented credentials as a Dem- 
ocratic Member-elect to the Forty-seventh Congress and served 
from March 4, 18SJ* to June 3 f l882i when lie was succeeded by 
Wiiliam M. Lowe* who contested his election; subsequently 
-elected to the same Congress to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of William M. Lowe and served from January 15 to 
March 3* 1883; elected as a Democrat to the Forty-ninth end to 
tbe seven succeeding Congresses and served from March 4, 1685* 
to April 20* 1900* when he resigned; served in the Spanish- 
American War; commissioned major general of Volunteers May 
4* 1898. snd assigned to command of a Cavalry division* United 
States Army; commanded it the Battle of La* Guasimas (first 
victory of United Statea Army overseas) June 24* 1898; engsged 
in all the conflicts in front of Santiago which terminated in 
tbe surrender of the Spanish Army; senior member of the com- 
mission which negotiated the surrender of Santiago and the 
Spanish Army in Cuba; during the Philippine Insurrection 
commanded the First Brigade, Second Division* Eighth Army 
Corps. Jn the TarJac campaign and in several other operations 
In central Luzon from July 8* 1899* to January 24, 1900; com- 
missioned brigadier general in the United States Regular Army 
June 16* 1900; retired September 10* 1900; author of many 
books on military and civil matters; retired from active pursuits 
and traveled in Europe and Mexico; died while visiting his Bister 
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in Brooklyn, N + Y % Jftnu&ry 25, 1006; interment in Arlington 
Ntttoaal Cem«t«ry, Fort My*r, V*

of Alaska; born in Sioux Fall** Dak. (now South Dakota), De- 
cember 2, J874; attended the public schools* State University* 
Vermillion* S. Dak + * and Sioux Falls (S. Dak.) University ; 
studied law! t*s admitted to the bar in 1896 and commenced 
practice in Sioux Falls* S* Dak*; delegate to the State Democratic 
Convention in 1896; during the Spanish- American War served 
as a lieutenant in the Third Regiment* United States Volunteer 
Cavalry; moved to Nome* Alaska* in 1902; assistant United States 
attorney 1902-J908; United States attorney 1908-1910; city 
attorney of Nome in 1911; mayor in 1914; member of the board 
of commissioners for the promotion of uniform legislation in 
1916; elected the first attorney general in 1916 and resigned in

was admitted to tbe bar, but never practiced ; moved to Trenton, 
N\ J-, in 1767; delegate to the New Jersey Provincial Congress 
in 1776; served in the Revolutionary War; was commissioned 
brigadier general in 177$, and in 1777 major general commanding 
the New Jersey Militia, serving in the latter capacity throughout 
the Revolution; was CadwaJader's second in the latter's duet 
with General Conway; Member of the Continental Congress

1904; presidential elector oi tbe Republican ticket of Roosevelt 
and Fairbanks in 1904;ser-ed in tbe State house of assembly in 
1910; member of tbe State senate 1911-1916, serving as president 
of that body in 1915; Governor of New Jersey from January 
16, 1917, to May 16, 1919, when be resigned, having been elected

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County, N\ J + , November 29, 1745; completed preparatory 
studies; was graduated from tbe first medical class of tbe 
University of Pennsylvaoia at Philadelphia in 1760 and prac- 
ticed in Bridgeton, N. J.; high sheriff or Cumberland County 
in 1772; was chosen captain of a light infantry company in 
1775; Member of the Continental Congress 1776-1778, 17S1- 
1764* 1787, and 1788; member or tbe State council in 1780 and 
1734; trustee of the College of New Jersey 1782-1795; eur- 
rogate of Cumberland County 17&4-18G2; president of tbe State 
medical society in 1767; elected ft* a Federalist to the United 
States Senate and served from March 4 t 1769, to March 3,

in 1826; elected as an Adams Democrat to the United States 
Senate and served from March 4, 1629* to March 3, 1835;

the Silver Star Medal and the Distinguished Service Cross; 
engaged in the investment and hanking business in Livingston, 
N + J + , Newark, N + J., and New York City, N. Y., 1920- 1 969;

and 1787; elected as a Federalist to the First Congress (March 
4 t 1769-March 3, 1791); president of New Brunswick in 1792; 
elected to the Fifth Congress (March 4, 1797-March 3, 1799); 
elected to the United States Senate on February H, 1799, to 
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fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of John Rutberfurd, 
but did not qualify until later, preferring to serve out his term

lieutenant colonel of the Second North Carolina Regiment in tbe 
Continental Army on September 1, 1775; was promoted to the 
rank of colonel on April 10, 1776, and was present at tbe Battles 
of Brandy wine and Germantown; resigned November 22 t 1777;

pract^e at Walters, Okla,; during tbe First World War served 
overseas as a private in Company L of tbe Thirty-sixth Division 
in 1918 and 1919; editor of a newspaper in Cotton County, Okla.,

BARRY, Aleiander Grant* a Senator from Oregon; born in 
Astoria, Ciatsop County, Oreg., August 23, 1692; attended tbe 
public schools of Astoria and Portland, Oreg*, the University 
of Washington at Seattle, tbe University of Oregon Law School, 
and Northwest College of Law at Portland, Dreg.; was admitted 
to the bar July 16, 1917, and commenced practice in Portland, 
Oreg*; during tbe First World War was commissioned a second 
lieutenant and served in the Field Artillery, Tbirty*first Separate 
Artillery Brigade, and later with the Fifty*fiftb and Forty-Birth 
Coast Artillery Corps, from November 27, 191?, to Februarv 21, 
1919, with overseas service; member of the Oregon Relief Com* 
mittee in 1932, the Oregon Relief Commission In 1933, and tbe 
Oregon Liquor Control Commission 1933-1935; chairman of 
School District No. I Civil Service Board in 193? and 1938;

County, Pa.; west to tbe California gold fields jn 1649, and later, 
in 1*51, to Oregon Territory and settled in Portland, where be 
engaged in tbe practice of law; one of three commissioners for 
tbe codification of tbe Territorial laws in 1852; served jn the 
Territorial legislature 1863-1657 and was twice its president; 
lieutenant colonel of tbe First Regiment, Oregon Mounted Volun- 
teers, in tbe Yakima Indian War in 1855 and 1856; a member of 
the State constitutional convention in 1857 and a framer of the 
Oregon constitution; served in tbe State sectte 1860-1864; ap- 
pointed by President Buchanan in i860 United States district

LANE, Joseph (father of La Fsyette Lane and grandfather of 
Harry Lane), a Delegate and a Senator from Oregon; bom in 
Buncombe County, N* C December 14, 1801; moved with his 
parents to Henderson, Ky»» in 1610; attended the common 
schools; moved to Vsnderburg County, Ind*, in 1621; member 
of the State bouse of representatives in 1622, 1623, 1831-1833, 
1838, and 1839; served in tbe State senate 1844-1846; during 
the Mexican War wee commissioned as colonel of the Second 
Indiana Volunteer Regiment on June 25, 1846; promoted to 
brigadier general on July I, 1846, and brevetted major genr-al 
October 9, 1647, "for gallant and meritorious conduct In the 
Battle of Huamantta, Mexico"; honorably discharged July 20, 
1646! appointed by President Polk Governor of tbe Territory of 
Oregon and served from March 3, 1849, to June 16, 1850, when

MARTIN, Charles Henry, a Representative from Oregon; 
bom on a farm near Albion, Edwards County, HI,, October 1, 
1863! attended the public schools of Carmi, III, and Ewing 
(III.) College; was graduated from the United States Military 
Academy at West Point, N* Y„ in 1 6*7; served in the United 
States Army snd saw active service with eombat troops in the 
Spanish-American War, Philippine Insurrection, Bo*er campsigo 
in Chins, and was a division commander in the First World War; 
awarded the Distinguished Service Medal and two eitaUotte for 
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bravery in action; assistant chief of staff, United States Army, 
1022-1024; commanded the Panama Canal Department 1025- 
1027; retired from the Army as a major general on October l t 
1027, and established his residence in Portland, Oreg.; elected 
at a Democrat to the Seventy-second and Seventy-third Cod- 
greates (March 4, 1031-January 3, 1935); waa not a candidate 
for renomination in 1034* having reeeived the Democratic 
nomination for Governor; elected Governor of Oregon and served 
from January 14, 1935, to January 0. 1939; retired from public

Monroe and Daniel T. Tompkins in lSlft; died at "Anderson 
Place/' Charlestown Township, Fa., October 27, l S3 8; interment 
in tbe family burying ground near Valley Forge, Schuylkill 
Township, Cheater County, Pi. 

ANDERSON* Samuel* a Representative from Pennsylvania: 
born in N fid die town, Dauphin County, Pi., in 1773; completed 
preparatory studies; studied medicine; was admitted to practice 
in 1796; entered the United States Navy as assistant surgeon in 
1799; promoted to the tank of surgeon in 1800; resigned bis com* 
mission md in 1801 settled in Chester, Pa*, where he practiced 
his profession; during tbe War of 1812; raised i body of volun- 
teers known as the Mifflin Guards; commissioned captain on Sep- 
tember 10, 1814; served in tbe Pennsylvania Militia and was 
promoted to tbe rank of lieutenant colonel io tbe One Hundredth 
Regiment, Second Brigade, Third Division, on August 3, 1821; 
member of the State bouse of representatives 1815-1818 and 
1823-1825; sheriff of Delaware County 1819-1823; again entered 
tbe naval service in 1823 as special physician to Admiral David 
Porter, who was then in command of tbe West Indian Squadron* 
but was soon forced to resign because of ill health; elected to 
the Twentieth Congress (March 4, 1827- Mart b 3, 1829); again 
a member of the State bouse of representatives 1829-1635 and 
served as speaker in 1833; appointed inspector of customs in 
1&41; elected justice of the peace in 1846 and served until his 
death io Chester, Chester County, Pa., January 17, 1850; inter- 
ment in Middle town Presbyterian Cemetery, near Media, Dela- 
ware County t Pa. 

ATKINSON* Louis Evans, a Representative from Pennsyl- 
vania; born io Delaware Township, Juniata County, Pa., April 
16, 1841; attended tbe common schools and Airy View and Miln- 
wood Academies; studied medicine and was graduated from tbe 
medical department of the College of tbe City of New York 
March 4, 1861; during tbe Civil War entered tb* medical depart- 
ment of the United States Army on September 5, 1861; served 
as assistant aurgeon io tbe First Pennsylvania Reserve Cavalry 
and as aurgeon of tbe One Hundred and Eighty-eighth Pennsyl- 
vania Volunteer Infantry, until mustered out In December 
1865; was disabled while in tbe Army and. being unable to 
practice medicine, studied law; was admitted to tbe bar in 
September 1870 and commenced practice in Mifflintown, Pa.; 



elected as a Republican to the Forty-eighth and to tbe four 
succeeding Congresses (March 4, 1883- March 3, 1893); became 
a candidate for renomination in 1892, but ultimately withdrew;

BARNARD* Isaac Dutton, a Senator from Pennsylvania; born 
in Aston Township, Delaware County, Pa,, July 18, 1791; moved 
with bis parents to a farm near Chester, Pa,; attended tbe public 
schools; moved to Philadelphia, where be remained until 1811, 
when be returned to Chester; while studying law was appointed 
captain and major in tbe Fourteenth Regiment, United States 
Infantry, May 12, 1812, and served during the War of 1812; 
resumed his legal studies; was admitted to tbe bar in 18IS 
and commenced practice in West Chester, Chester County, Pa.; 
deputy attorney general for Chester County 1817-1821; member

BINGHAM* Henry Harrison, a Representative from Penn- 
sylvania; born io Philadelphia, Pa., December 4, 1841; was 
graduated from Jefferson College, Canons burg, Pa,, io 1862 
and from tbe law department of Washington and Jefferson 
College, Washington, IV; during the Civil War entered tbe 
Union Army as a first lieutenant io tbe One Hundred and 
Fortieth Regiment, Pennsylvania Volunteer Infantry, August 22, 
1863; commissioned captain September 9, 1862; major and 
Judge advocate September 20, 1864; b revetted major of Volun- 
teers August 1, 1864, "for good conduct and conspicuous gal* 
inn try, especially at the Wilderness, Spotsylvania, and Gettys- 
burg"; bre vetted Lieutenant colonel of Volunteers April 9, 1865* 
"for highly meritorious services during tbe recent campaign 
terminating with tbe surrender of tbe insurgent army under 
Cen.

engaged in business as a merchant; served as corporal during 
the Whisky Rebellion; member of the State house of repre- 
sentatives 1817-1820; served in the Stat* senate 1632-1834; 
elected as a Federalist to the Eighteenth Congress (March 4, 
1823-Marcb 3, 1325); withdrew from active business pursuits 
and lived in retirement until bis death in Philadelphia. Pa** 
August 31. 1862; Interment ro St. Peter's Churchyard. 

CARPENTER. Edmund Nelson, a Representative from 
Pennsylvania; born in Wiikea*Barre, Pa.. June 27, 1865; at- 
tended the public schools in Wiikea*Barre and the Wyoming 
Seminary, Kingston, Pa.; interested in mining and the manu- 
facture of sheet-metal products; eniUted as a private in 1893 
and attained the rank of major in the Pennsylvania National 
Guard; during the Spanish- American War served as first lieu- 
tenant and quarter master In the Ninth Regiment* Pennsylvania 
Volunteer Infantry, from April 27, 1898, to October 2$, 1608: 
chairman of the Wyoming Valley Chapter of the American Red 
Cross during the First World War; unsuccessful candidate for 
election in 1918 to the Sixty-sixth Congress; elected as a Repub- 
lican to the Sixty-ninth Congress (March 4, 19 25- March 3, 
1927); unsuccessful candidate for reelection in 1926 to the 
Seventieth Congress; resumed hie manufacturing interests; died 
in Fairmount Farms, Inc., a hospital in (Roxborough) Phila- 
delphia, Pa., November 4, 1952; interment in Hollenbaek 
Cemetery, Wttkes-Barre* Pa. 

CLARE, William Andrew*, a Senator from Montana; born 
near Conoellsvule, Fayette County, Pa,, January 8, 1839; at- 
tended the common schools and the Laurel Hill Academy; 
in 1856 moved with bis parents to lows, where be taught school, 
and while teaching studied Law at the Iowa Weeleyan University 
at Mount Pleasant; worked in the quant mines near Central 
City, Gilpin County, Colo,, in 1S62; went to Montana in 1863 
and settled jn Banuack, Beaverhead County, and engaged in 
placer mkung for two years; engaged in various mercantile 
pursuits in Blackfoot and Helena and in banking at Deer Lodge; 
major or a battalion that pursued Chief Joseph and his band in 
the Kes Ferces invasion of 1877; president of the State consti- 
tutions! convention in 1684 and of the second constitutional 
convention in 1889; elected as a Democrat to the United States 
Senate for the term commencing March 4 1899, and took his 
seat December 4, 1899, at which time protests and a memorial 
were filed requesting that the election be investigated; vacated 



his seat in the Senate on May 15, 1900, while a resolution declar- 
ing his election void was pending, having previously tendered 
his resign at ion to the Governor; appointed by the Lieutenant 
Governor, acting as Governor, to fill the vacancy caused by bis

paraiso, hid** in 1913, and from Cumberland University Lav 
School in 1915; was admitted to tbe bar and commenced prac- 
tice in Huntingdon, Tenn,, in 1915; during the First World War 
enlisted in the National Guard in June 1917* and on July 25, 
1917* wait commissioned a second lieutenant of the First Ten- 
nessee Field Artiliery* afterwards the One Hundred and Four- 
teenth Field Artillery* Thirtieth Division; promoted to first 
lieutenant November 23, 1917* and to captain May 10, 191ft, 
and commanded a battery during ail its engagements in France;

hy the legislature, and served under this appointment from April 
22, 1797* to September 26, 1797, when a successor was elected;

when he resigned his commission; volunteered in 1898 fov service

tbe bar in 1896 and commenced practice at Island Pond with his 
father; was admitted to practice before tbe United States courts 
in 1500; chief depnty collector of customs st Island Pond from 
1897 to 1910. when be resigned; chairman of the Republlcsn State 
conventions in 1898 and 1919; appointed judge of the Brighton 
municipal court by Governor Mead in 1910; member of the State 
senate 1910-1914; served in tbe State militia and as colonel on 
tbe staff of Governor Grout; before election to Congress was 
interested in the lumber, electric, and banking businesses; elected 
as a Repnblican to the Sixty-fourth and to tbe four succeeding

Vt, ; elected as a Federalist to the Eighth, Ninth, and Tenth Con-

Vt>; register of probate and deputy clerk 
of the United States district court; served in the State house of 
representatives iu 1906; member of the State senate, serving as 
president pro tempore in 1908; delegate to tbe Republican 
National Convention at Chicago in 1912; enlisted in the Vermont 
National Guard in 1899 and retired as a colonel in 1908; returned

representative* 1868-1870 and in 1874; member of the State 
senate in 1876 and served as president pro tempore of that body;

Va., and the old Washington College {now Washington 
and Lee Universiiy), Lexington, Va.; served as a second lieu- 
tenant in the Second Regiment of Light Dragoons in the War 
of 1812; promoted to the rank of captain of riflemen on the 
northern frontier; was honorably discharged in 18] 5 and returned 
to Virginia, where he engaged in agricultural pursuits: justice 
of the peace; member of the State house of delegates 1817, 1818, 
1833, and 1834; elected as a Democrat to the Twenty-fourth 
and to the four succeeding Congresses (March 4, 1835-March 
3, 1845) ; was not a candidate for renomination in 1844; resumed

and from Columbia University, New York City, N Y., in 1923; 
awarded a Carnegie Fellowship to Oxford University* England, 
in 1924: served with the French Army in 1016 and 1917; during 
the First World War served as a lieutenant in the United States 
Marine Corps Air Service: studied law; was admitted to the bar 
in 1922 and commenced practice in Norfolk, Va*; member of the 
State house of delegates 1930-1033 ; elected as * Democrat to the 
Seventy-tbird and Seventy-fourth Congresses (March 4, 1033- 
January 3, 1937); unsuccessful candidate for renomination in 
1936: again elected to the Seventy-sixth and Seventy-seventh 
Congresses and served from January 3, 1939, untU his resigna- 
tion in March 1, 1941, to become a candidate for Governor;

president of the University of Virginia at Charlottesville from 
June 23, 1947, to September l, 19S9; United States delegate to 
the Tenth General Assemhiy of the United Nations, 1955; is a 
resident of Norfolk, Va. 

FLOYD* John T a Representative from Virginia; born at 
Flovds Station* near the preseot city of Louisville, Jefferson 
County, Ky. (then a part of Virginia), April 24, 1783; pursued 
an academic course; attended Dickinson College, Carlisle, Pa., 
and was graduated from the medical department of the Unl- 
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versit.v of Pennsylvania at Philadelphia in 180G; settled in 
Lexington, Va., the same year, and aooo thereafter moved to 
Christ iansburg, Montgomery County, Va., where he practiced 
his profession; justice of the pea^e in 1807; major of Virginia 
State Militia 1807-1812; served as surgeon with rank of major 
in thr War of 1812; subsequently became hrigadier general of 
militia; member of the State house of delegates in 1814 and 
1815; elected as a Democrat to the Fifteenth and to the five 
succeeding Congresses (March 4, 1817-March 3, 1829); was 
not a candidate for renomination in 1828; Governor of Virginia 
1830-1834; received the electoral vote of North Carolina for 
President io 1832; died near Sweetsprings, Monroe Count}*, 
Va. (now West Virginia).

Prince William Regiment, and later promoted to the rank of

Westmoreland County in 1757; member of the house of bur- 
gesses 1758-1775; Member of tbe Continental Congress 1774- 
1780; a signer of the Declaration of Independence; brought 
forward the resolution, in accord witb instructions given in 
tbe Virginia convention of May 17, 1776, declaring "that these 
united Colonies are, and of right ought to be, free and independ- 
ent States," ete*; author of tbe first national Thanksgiving 
Day proclamation issued by Congress at York, Pa*, October 
31, 1777, after the capture of Burgoyne's army at Saratoga, 
N* Y*; member of the State house of delegates in 17?7, 1780, and 
1785; served as colonel of the Westmoreland Militia in engage- 
ment with the firitisb at Stratford Landing on April 0, 1781;

1775; studied law; was admitted to the bar and commenced 
practice in Williamsburg, Va-* in 1781 ; during the Revolutionary 
War served as lieutenant in the Third Virginia Regiment; 
wounded at the Battle of Brandywine; promoted to captain in 
1777, and was aide-de-camp to Gen. Charles Lee in 1778 and 
1779; lieutenant colonel of Virginia Cavalry; Delegate from Vir- 
ginia to the Continental Congress 1782-1785; moved to West 
River, Anne Arundel County, Md + ; delegate from Maryland to 
the Federal convention which met at Annapolis in 1787 to con- 
sider the needs of the Nation; delegate to the State convention 
which ratified the Federal Constitution in 1788; member of the 
State house of delegates in 1788, 1789, 1791, and 1792; elected as

MOORE, Andrew (father of Samuel McDowell Moore), a 
Representative and a Senator from Virginia; born at "Canni- 
cello," near Fairfield, Rockbridge (formerly Augusta) County, 
Va.* in 1752; attended Augusta Academy (now Washington and 
Lee University), Lexington, Vs.; studied lav; was admitted 
to the bar in 1774 and practiced; served in the Revolutionary 
War; lieutenant under General Gates at the Battle of Saratoga 
and was present at tbe surrender of Burgoyne; resigned in 1779 
with tbe rank of captain and was commissioned brigadier 
general of Virginia Militia; major general in 1808; member of 
the State house of delegates 1780-1783 and 1785-1788; delegate 
to the Virginia convention that ratified the Federal Constitu- 
tion in 1788; elected to the First and to the three succeeding 
Congresses (March 4, 17g9-Maxcb 3, 1797); served in the State 
senate in 1800 and 1801; successfully contested the election of 
Thomas Lewis to the Eighth Congress and served from March 
5 to August 11, 1804, when he was appointed to tbe United States

of Tacoma, Wash*, in 1940, and amin in 1942 for a four-year term;
